1. This office action is in response to application 10/618,316 and response filed on 
8/19/2005. Claims 1-38 and 40-41 remain pending in the application. 

Examiner's Amendment

Claim 39 is canceled. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT AS TO THE REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1-38 and 40-41 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: all 
independent claims, mainly the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggests a 
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multi-stage crossbar switch (number of stages is greater than or equal three) 
implemented in a programmable logic device or an integrated circuit (programmable 
logic device) having an embedded processor operably configured to reconfigure at least 
one of the first, second or third stages of the multi-stage crossbar switch while 
concurrently maintaining operation of at least a portion of the multi-stage crossbar 
switch unaffected by the reconfiguration, where the first stage, second stage and third 
stage are configured from a first portion, second portion and third portion of the 
configurable logic blocks.
